Your Medal Account for June quarter has just reached this of- 
fice and an examination shows that you divide the money received 
from the sale of bronze medals into two portions, one portion re- 
presenting the cost of the copper in the medals and the other por 
tion representing the profit to the government, and only the lat- 
ter portion is accounted for and finally deposited with the Trea- 
surer, But the Coiner’s report of copper used in the manufacture 
of bronzed medals shows apparently that these were made out of 
copper bought and paid for prior to your administration of the 
mint. Now the question is to whom do you pay that portion of the 
money which is set aside in abstract "A" under heading of "price 
of medal?? 

In order to put this question in a more exact manner I will 
take a specifie case. In the June account twenty-five Herman Kretz 


bronze medals were sold to the Superintendent at cost, the amount

realized being $1.88 all of which amount is carried in abstract 
"A" to the colum headed "price of medal", none of which column 
goes into the medal fund as only the column headed “gain” is car- 
ried into the account. As these were sold at cost of course there 
was no gain, Now the question is, what has become of that $1, 88? 
It has not been paid to the coiner for copper for he used copper 
which was bought of Merchant & Co., and paid for on September 19, 
1894. It has not been paid into the medal fund for only the gain 
goes there, Where is the $1.88 now?

Referring to the matter of specimen eoins to be made of a different composition 
than the present minor coins, I will say that I found at the hotel a telegram from Mr. 
Preston asking me to confer with you on this subject. 

If you will let me know the different grades or mixtures which you desire to 
have tested, we will have some made and forwarded to you at the earliest possible moment. 

I judge from a conversation which I had with Dr. Tuttle that he might want us to prepare 
for him three or four grades of nickel or German silver, to which he could add some other 
ingredients, silver perhaps, if he found it to be practicable, and still be able to cold 
roll it. We could send you samples of nickel containing 18, 20, 25, 30 and 50%. I 
think it is practicable to make the grade as high as 30% and still be able to roll it 
cold. A mixture of 50% nickel and the balance of copper we have tested once or twice 
and found great diffieulty in finishing it - that is, rolling it cold, and I am under the 
impression that you would find great difficulty in minting it. 

TI expect to be in Philadelphia on Wednesday "Wy Thursday of next week. Possibly 
you will think it time enough after we have our interview then to have the samples pre- 


pared.

I cannot believe that the adjusters at the other Mints are 
more efficient or better qualified to perform their duties than those 
at the Mint at Philadelphia, and there is no doubt in my mind that 
the cause of the discrepancy of the number of pieces adjusted will be 
found in the defective work of the rolling and annealing rooms 

I would suggest that you call the Coiner, the Melter and Re~ 
finer, and the Assayer into conference and see if there is not some 
way in which you can ascertain wherein the fault lies.
